Salary  decreases 
aflionf  eme  employee  are  being  put  into  effect, 
and  an  efTort  Is  being  made,  in  negotiation  with 
union  labor,  to  Insure  that  these  decreaste  apply 
all  round.  A  eonslAnbabIa  item  of  the  ajqienso 
in  which  the  city  has  become  Involved  is  dae  to 
the  policy  of  laying  water  distribution  mahia. 
That  policy  was  not  of  urgent  necessity,  and,  to 
the  extent  that  It  was  not,  the  cost  of  material 
might  have  been  saved.  The  cost  of  labor  is 
Ahiorbad  In  miemployment  relief.  It  la  useless 
now  to  talk  of  any  mistakes  in  policy  The  city 
is  committed  to  the  expenditure  and  the  citizens  I 
must  honor  tha  obligations  that  have  been  in- 
curred. 

Tha  issue  is  simply  this;  in  order  to  escape 
an  Ineraiaa  of  from  14  to  10  mUls  on  the  present 
year's  rate  the  loan  by-law  must  be  passed  by 
the  property  owners.  IX,  In  their  wisdom,  they 
pnfar  the  tax  rata  bicrease  and  can  reconcile 
It  with  their  ability  to  meet  the  increases  in  other 
fonns  of  taxation  decreed  by  the  Provincial 
Oofvanunant  and  to  ba  decreed  by  the  Domin- 
ion Government,  then  the  assumption  i.s  that  the 
loan  by-law  will  be  defeated.  On  the  other  hand 
the  passage  of  tha  by-tew  wiU  enable  the  city 
to  continue  to  carry  on  aclministratlon  for  the 
current ^year  on  approximately  the  same  mil 
rata  aa  now  maintains,  and,  In  doing  so.  to  109k 
after  Its  share  of  the  needs  of  unemploymen; 
relief.  What  must  be  impressed  on  the  property 
owners  la  that  the  conditions  that  have  arisen 
are  very  largely  due  to  economic  stress,  and  its 
corollary— the  care  of  the  unemployed.  Tlie 
latter  li  an  obligation  that  cannot  be  renounced 
or  repudiated  without  refiecting  advaraaly  on 
civic  responsibility  and  civic  pre.stlgo. 

The  wisest  course  for  the  property  owners  to 
foUow  is  to  pass  the  loan  by-Uw  for  0000,000. 
It  would  prove  an  unfortunate  advertisement  for 
the  municipality  were  the  mlU  rate  raised  to  a 
height  of  from  56  to  80  mills.  The  burdan  of 
such  taxation  might  conceivably  have  a  bad 
effect  on  home  ownership,  it  might,  as  well, 
lead  to  Inability  of  business  property  to  bear  such 
a  heavy  load  at  a  time  when  trade  is  compara- 
tively slack.  These  are  the  considerations  that 
must  weigh  heavily  with  the  property  owners 
It  Is  the  duty  of  each  to  examine  his  or  her 
ability  to  stand  a  taxation  increase  of  some  33 
per  cent  on  property.  If  the  conclusion  Is 
reached,  as  seems  apparent,  that  the  load  would 
ptu'va  too  onermis,  the  logical  alternative  is  to 
vote  for  the  passage  of  the  money  by-law.  It  Is 
almost  inconceivable  that  our  property  owners 
would  voluntarily  place  the  load  on  their  shoul-

weather  and  8  am.  In  ordtaaary 
weather.  In  order  to  have  the 
nchool  warm  enough  to  receive  the 
children  at  0  ajn.  Over  and  above 
the  ordinary  school  work  there  is 
a  lasge  garden  to  attend  to. 

Mr.  Farley's  chief  complaint 
seems  to  be  that  the  municipal  em- 
ployees were  cruelly  treated  last 
year  by  dismissals  and  reductions  in 
salaries,  and  goes  on  to  say  that 
all  municipal  employees,  with  the 
exception  of  those  amaluyed  by  the 
achool  board,  had  fhefr  salaries  re- 
dooed.  Mr,  Vbrlsy  Is  again  in  error 
as  there  warn  snt  or  seven  who«e 
salaries  were  not  reduced  and  who 
had  no  connection  with  the  .school  I 
board  As  a  member  of  the  cotmcll 
and  al.so  of  the  school  board  he 
should  know  this,  but  of  course  It 
does  not  suit  his  purpose  just  now 
to  possess  this  knowlsdge.
